IRISH SOLDIERS AND THE LAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—In response to my letter on this subject 
a fortnight, ago, I have received ample evidence 
that Unionists and Nationalists alike desire and 
expect discharged and disabled Irish soldiers to 
share equal facilities under the Land Colonisa- 
tion (Ex-Soldiers) Bill with their English, 
Scottish, and Welsh comrades. Besides the 
members of Parliament who have expressed 
their desire to co-operate, the Trades Councils 
of Belfast and Dublin united in support of the 
resolution in favour of the scheme at the Trades 
Union Congress at Sligo last week; and on all 
sides astonishment is expressed at the possibility 
of excluding Irish en-adibiare from the benefits 
of an Act which is even more n in Íre- 
land than in England, where allotments and 
small holdings are already obtainable under an 
Act of Parliament. The country is unanimous, 
but the Government delays to act. 

lt is now said that the Irish Land Acts pre- 
vent the application of the bill to Ireland. I 
think the country is entitled to know what are 
the grounds for this statement. The Opposition 
to such an intelligent and public-spirited war 
measure could not have originated in the De

DAYLIGHT SAVING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—When I wrote you a few days ago about 
the Daylight Saving Act I made no reference 
to the proposal to unify English and Irish time, 
for I had seen by the papers that the bill had 
been dropped. it now appears that there is a 
prospect of its revival. All the disadvantages 
that come to us through the first measure will 
be intensified if the second becomes law, and 
still more, for the latter applies to winter as 
well as to summer. I am convinced that the 
people of this country do not want any change, 
and I cannot see how any berefits could accrue 
from an elteration, either to the individual or 
the community. Ireland is an agricultural coun- 
try, and as such her needs should be governed 
by the time set by the sun and not by the 
hands of the clock. Your correspondent, J. W. 
Young, clearly shows that in country districts 
uniform time is not desired or required, and 
I can assure him that city people do not want 
any change. So far as I have ever heard the 
custom of getting up in the dark on a winter's 
morning was never popular. If we are to have 
English time in Dublin, people who have to be 
at their place of business by 9 a.m. will, during 
the winter months, have the pleasure of dressing 
and breakfasting by artificial light. In fact, it 
may even become necessary for business houses, 
banks, ete., to adjust their hours of opening. 
Within the last few months we have had some 
experience of a large measure of change in 
time, and before further conjuring with the 
hands of the clock if would be only prudent to 
ascertain if that change has been really suc- 
cessful.— Yours, eto..

of the Antente countries. The manifesto voices

| aims and plans of. conquest, which imeite the 
‘peoples of all countries to the greatest resist- 
‘ance. Therefore, continues the manifesto, the 
moment appears to have arrived when the Ger- 
man people should give its free and unre- 
stricted opinion regarding these plans of con- 
quest, whose realisation would only be the germ 
of new wars, and would only result im pro- 
longing the war. Though the diseussion of war 
aims is still not allowed, the manifesto proceeds 
to say that the desire for annexation is ex- 
pressed in certain quarters, and therefore all 
the party organisations are requested to con- 
voke public meetings, at which the standpoint 
of Socialists in regard to war and peace aims 
should be stated. ‘* We also request,”’ it says, 
“that preparations should be made for signing 
a petition demanding a peace which renders 
possible friendship with neighbouring peoples, 
and guarantees our integrity, independence, and 
freedom for economic development.”’

Again we do not wish to enter into matters 
of controversy ; but we must insist that 
in this remark the Lord Mayor is, in 
colloquial language, putting the cart be- 
fore the horse. Under what system of 
government Ireland's: trade and industry 
are likely.to be most prosperous is a 
question upon which there is room for 
difference of opinion. . There is really no 
room for difference of opinion, however, 
upon the fact that, as we said more than 
a week ago, whether we get a real poli- 
tical settlement or not, it is urgent for us 
now to think out the probable effects of 
the war's economic revolution upon Irish 
trade and commerce. 

' We repeat that, if Ireland is to 
get her due place in the. great 
after the 
war, she must appear at the Imperial 
conferences upon trade, and that it will 
be useless for her to attend such confer- 
ences unless we make ready for. them in 
the meantime a full inventory of our re- 
sources and possibilities. Organisation 
upon such lines has already begun in 
Great Britain. A few days ago, for 
example, the Lord Provost of Glasgow 
presided over a large and representative 
meeting of engineering and shipbuilding 
interests in Scotland. It was announced 
at the same time that a further meeting 
would be held to organise Scottish agri- 
cultural ingerests. These industries 
which Scotland is preparing to mobilise 
for action after the war are also the chief 
industries of Ireland; and, unless this 
country is to be outstripped by Scotland in 
the trade competition which will follow 
the war, there must be a parallel mobilisa- 
tion of Irish industries. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, by arrangement with 
the Board of Trade, is exhibiting in the 
National Museum, Dublin, for a week 
from Monday next, a collection of samples 
of goods of German and Austrian manu- 
facture. These samples were collected by 
the Board of Trade through British Con- 
sular agents, and are of great value as 
examples of goods with an excellent 
market in the Dominions. The samples— 
over eight thousand in number—are 
of great variety, and represent a num- 
ber of trades and industries some of 
which, at least, it is believed, might pro- 
fitably be established in Ireland. This 
country is presented with a supreme op- 
portunity for extending its commerce with 
old markets and entering new markets in 
the Dominions. We hope that our 
Dominion visitors, instead of emphasising 
political differences, will make it their 
business to emphasise the fact that the 
development of a trade policy for Ireland 
is a common and urgent question for all 
patriotic Irishmen.

Foreign Securities. 


The Treasury has widened its scheme for 
what. has been called, aptly enough, the 
mobilisation of securities. At first, it will 
be remembered, the shone set reference 
qply to ó not to  all—American 
securities. All-United States investments, 
anda few Canadian, were included in it. 
Some of these the Treasury offered either to 
buy outright or to take on deposit ; others 
it desired to have only on deposit. The 
favourable terms given in return for the 
accommodation attractéd a big response, 
but the amount of securities offered to the 
Treasury was far short of the great total 
of British investments in United States 
stocks and bonds. The “mobilisation” 
was pressed, therefore, to a further stage. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer proposed, 
and Parliament appreved, the levy of a 
special tax upon such securities as the 
Treasury offered to take which were re- 
tained in private hands. The choice be- 
tween the alternatives—on the one hand, 
ithe acceptance of the Government’s 
generous terms, and on the other, the 
payment of a penal tax—was not difficult 
for many holders, and the Treasury has 
got possession of the great bulk of the 
It has now 
issued a further list of securities. At pre 
sent it asks for them only on deposit for a 
period of five years. No penalty is at- 
tached as yet to the continued holding of 
| the securities mentioned in the new list 
by persons who do not wish to part with 
them, but the terms and conditions are 
such as to encourage response to the offer. 
The securities now wanted include South 
American, Canadian, Dutch, Egyptian, 
Japanese, and Scandinavian stocks and 
bonds, The purpose for which they are 
required is explained briefly in the 
official description of the scheme as one 
for the regulation of foreign exchanges. At 
the beginning of the war British credit 
stood high in every market. It would have 
horne easily enough the s of our own 
demand for supplies from abroad, but we 
have strained it heavily in the interests of 
our Allies. The position is illustrated 
by some figures which are given by a high 
authority in the sphere of economics. 
This authority estimates our probable ex- 
cess of imports over exports for this year 
at something more than £500,000,000. He 
also estimates at roughly the same figure 
what is called the “invisible income” of 
the country—receipts and profits from in- 
terest on investments, shipping, insurance, 
and so on; so that “it would appear on 
the face of these figures that our excess 
of’ imports, including Government stores, 
can be just about squared by the receipt 
of our invisible inc@he.” . Beyond this, 
however, is the assistance needed by our 
Dominions and Alliés to finance their re- 
quirements from other countries for which 
they cannot pay; either in goods or ser- 
vices. - The same authority thinks that, 
in order to give that assistance, we are

Penny Prophets. 


Like the Christmas numbers of the 
magazines, the various editions of “ Old 
Moore '—we understand that there are 
several, and that each claims, in defiance 
of the others, to be the “original ”— 
come on the market earlier every year. 
Already one of these editions, telling the 
public what is to happen in 1917, is pub- 
lished. ‘Old Moore” used to be read- 
ing for the Christmas fireside circle. 
Now it can be read out for the edifica- 
tion of fellow passengers on the summery 
holiday train. There is the advantage, 
of course, that we can lay our plans 
much more carefully and deliberately 
against the events which are to occur. 
The makers of flags and bunting, for 
example, can go ahead at once with the 
manufacture of an abundance of material 
in green (or St. Patrick’s blue, if they 
think that the public is likely to adopt the 
view of heraldic experts that this is the 
more correct) for the celebration of the 
“good times for Ireland” which are an- 
nounced for January. In March, we Are 
told, all our statesmen will have to take 
off their coats. This prophecy does not 
appear to be connected with that made 
for January, but it is quite in accordance 
with the ways of our country that an un-

DAYLIGHT AIR RAID ON 
DOVER.

A remarkable story of the escape of a twelve- 
year-old boy on holiday with relatives from one 
of the bombs is reported. His elders were 
seated on the beach, while the little 
chap was paddling in the water, busying him- 
self with a toy boat. Suddenly a bomb fell in 
the water about twelve yards from him. Imme- 
diately on contact with the sea it exploded with 
terrific force, gg up a darge volume of 
water, and covering the boy with spray. The 
little fellow rushed hurriedly out of the water to 
his relatives for protection. The party then 
moved further along the beach, apprenhensive 
that further bombs might be dropped, but by 
this time the hostile airman had made good his 
retreat. The boy took rather a jocular view of 
the whole occurrence, and did not appear to 
mind so long as had succeeded in retaining 
his boat, expressing himself as quite ready to go 
paddling again.

INTERVIEW WITH SIR EDWARD 


CARSON. 


(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.) 
PARIS, Barunpar. 

The Matin publishes an interview with Sir 
Edward Carson, who is described as saying— 
“ Diplomatic relations should not be renewed 
with Germany until after her crimes have been 
punished. The Germans are barbarians, whom 
we should treat as such. Every Allied Govern- 
ment ought to declare to the German people 
to-day that when peace is signed we shall not 
send any diplomatic representative to Berlin, or 
receive any diplomatic representative from Ger- 
many, so long as the Germans have not them- 
selves punished all those guilty of murder dur- 
i the war, and all who have violated the 
international laws established in the interest of 
humanity in the course of past centuries. One 
reason which renders such action n is 
the fact that neutrals have passively lesioned on 
whilst these laws were being violated. We 
must, therefore, take ial measures to show 
that these rules cannot be infringed with im- 
punity. If we do not take such measures, we: 
must in future give up all hope of introducin 
laws of humanity in war, and nations poe 
see no sense in sending delezates to diplomatic 
conferences of any sort.” ,

It is under- 
stood that Sir Edward Carson and the 
Oppositioa will demand that the Bill shall 
be produced, and, if a second reading 
cannot be managed this side of the recess, 
that the Bill shall be taken into considera- 
tion at thy earliest sible moment after 
the House reassembles. If the Prime | 
Miaister could only see his way to give 
such a pledge during the early part of 
the proceedings, much time and trouble 
might be saved. The peace, for the 
moment, would be kept, for it now seems 
certain that there will be an arrangement 
over the Dublin Reconstruction Bill. 
There is little that is contentious outside 
these two measures. The renewed lease 
of life to be asked for by the Govern- 
ment to-morrow is in a sense a compro- 
miss, for in January last it was intended 
to ask for an extension of the present Par- 
Mament for a further twelve months. 
Many members, however, thought this was 
too ion a period, and it was reduced to 
eignt months. Circumstances again have 
brought about a further reduction, and 
the period now to be asked for is six 
months only. If the war is not over by 
March next, a further extension will be 
sought for, but it is believed that the 
House of Commons in any circumstances 
is not prepared to agree to more than six 
months at a time. 


It is possible that some interesting in- 
formation may be given by Viscount Grey 
on Tuesday in the House of Lords in 
reply to a question to be put by Lord 
Sydenham. The inquiry will be whether 
the Government consider that the com- 
manders of German submarines have ad- 
hered to the conditions laid down in the 
Note of Herr von Jagow, the German 
Foreign Secretary, of last May, and 
whether Austrian submarines are re- 
garded as being bound by the same con- 
ditions. It is possible that Viscount Grey 
may be able on this occasion to answer 
the semi-official feelers sent out from 
Washington ipgicating, that the United 
States Governifient is satisfied with the 
action of Germany in. abandoning her 
policy of sinking merchantmen at sight. 
Lord Grey is in possession of much infor- 
mation which the United States Govern- 
ment does not seem to appreciate at its 
full value. 

Regularly with the close of every Par- 
liamentary session, or sitting, as it has 
now become, rumours are set on foot that 
the. Speaker intends to retire. The 
Speaker has been unwell during the past 
few days— a thing not extraordinary, con- 
sidering the length of the session and the 
great heat; but few members of Parlia- 
ment entertain the idea that Mr. Lowther 
will retire until the war is ended.

A feature of the Carso are the deep, crater- 
like depressions, called doline, filled with dark 
brown peaty earth, every one of which forms 
a natural fort.

A pesti- 
lential odour proved that not all the inhabit- 
ants of these barbaric excavations had fled. 
Letters and relics also showed that ladies from 
Budapest had been not infrequent visitors. In 
nothing is the disorganisation of the Austrian 
defence more clearly revealed than in the utter 
absence of aerial observation. During my 
whole visit to this front I have not seen an 
Austrian aeroplane or observation balloon. The 
Italian captive balloons float serenely in the 
still air, directing the fire of their own bat- 
teries, but the Austrians appear to be firing 
blindly. The Italian heavy batteries are, con- 
sequently, able to do their deadly work undis- 
thrbed. Their shells search position after

They succeeded in recover- 
ing the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Doyle, which 
were brought to the shore within fifteen 
minutes of the alarm being raised. 
They were both at 
first slight hopes were entertained that 
animation might be restored. Dr. Tweedy and 
avother medical gentleman were in attendance, 
but the exercise of their skill was unavailing, 
and after some time they were only able to pro- 
nounce life extinct in both cases. Despite the 
plucky efforts of local swimmers and boatmen, 
Mrs. Penman’s body had not been recovered up 
to a late hour last night.

residence, where an inquest will be held this 
afternoon.
